STAR since there are some new D-STAR repeaters in the area. September's 
guest speakers have been actively involved with the planning, purchasing, 
setup, and debugging the newest D-STAR repeater to go on the air here. So 
what exactly is D-STAR? D-STAR stands for Digital Smart Technologies for 
Amateur Radio, and is a proprietary system of 
_f Icom. Simply stated, D-STAR is a digital voice 
~ LI—STAR and data protocol specification developed as the 
a result of research by the Japan Amateur Radio 
League (JARL) to investigate digital technologies 
for amateur radio. For voice conversations, D- 
STAR repeaters act just like our familiar analog repeaters. One of the pluses 
of D-STAR is that it connects repeater sites over microwave links and the 
Internet and forms a wide area amateur radio network. The D-Star system 
provides a new capability and functionality to amateur radio and increases 
the efficiency of emergency communications as well. We'll gain more insight 
on September 7"! 


Our guest presenters are Dr. Gary Skuse, KA1NJL, 

and Mr. Mike Moore, KC2MN. Gary is a Professor of IC O M 
Biological Sciences at RIT, and is also on the RaRa Vi 
Board of Directors. He earned a BA in Biology from 

the University of Rochester before continuing his education in Syracuse and 
Boston. He returned to Rochester in the mid 1980's to raise his family. He 
served as chair of the Rochester Amateur Packet Society, is the founder of 


the Digital Communications Association of Perinton, and the trustee of the 
KA2AIR club station. 


Mike, a resident of Pittsford, NY is a test engineer for ITT Industries Space 
Systems Division and earned his MSEE at RIT. He was first licensed circa

Did | ever tell you about the shiny orange Sierra Cutlass | bought for $18 
because the head gasket had a water leak on the aluminum block and the 
coolant was lost? (It's a long story.) That was in my college days when 
money was non-existent. | replaced a head gasket and screwed everything 
down. The car ran great - for a couple of months. Then it stopped. Months 
passed. The car ran. The car didn't. | ended up taking apart the entire wiring 
harness under the dashboard to find the problem. That solved nothing. One 
night, just before nightfall, dejected | was, | peered deep under the hood, Don't feel left out- get your 
between the engine and the firewall - looking at nothing. Then, | saw it! | RaRa logo items today! 

hadn't reattached the wide grounding braid back onto a rear header bolt. The 
braid had dropped out of sight at the firewall. Who'd a_ thunk-it?

This brings us to ham radio repair. | like older Ten Tec rigs. They have great 
reception and are a CW operator's dream. Late last year | purchased the 
Omni D/C and the Corsair, both Ten Tec rigs from the 1980's. Also, | picked 
up the 252MO power supply. | would need a second PS, so at Dayton this 
past May | got a 262 PS. The TT power supplies of this vintage have the 
crowbar circuit in them to shut down the transceiver, should the current draw 
hit 20 amps. This was Ten Tec's early method to protect a transceiver's final 
amplifier transistors from overload. 


First, | tore into the 252MO and learned what the crowbar circuit was all 
about. This PS was getting 13.1 volts DC out, but one of the two indicator 
lights, the one for "Line" monitoring AC power shut-off, almost cooked when | 
powered it up with the variac. Someone had put in a new bulb before selling 
it to me. It wasn't necessarily the wrong 12V bulb, but something else 
seemed faulty with the circuit. One of the two 1N4002 diodes feeding the 
crowbar circuit was all but cooked. | also immediately 
replaced the four 1000 Mfd/25V electrolytics, leaving 
the 18,000 Mfd main filter cap in place. Since | had the 
other PS AND a reliable PS (262G) powering my 
trusty Triton IV, | compared circuits. It seems that Ten 
Tec took the voltage for the Line light from various 
points. In the two "new" PS's there is a 2W 450 ohm 
resistor in series with the light. After trying all sorts of 
bulbs and voltages, | couldn't get a 12 volt drop with a 
properly lit bulb. So, | took a look at the other, the 
good light (the "Output" bulb), which is a small thing, 
like the precursor to an LED, and | inserted a green 
LED as the Line light. Its voltage drop is 1.9 volts, and 
it works well through another series resistor. | simply 
left the 2W resistor out of the circuit, similar to my 
reference PS. Now | get 13.7 VDC output and the 
lights are working well. The supply easily delivers 18 
amps and doesn't skip a beat. The heat sinked 
transistor on the back remains its steady warmish 
temperature over a long period. 


| was now ready to try out either the Omni D or the Corsair. I'll try the Omni 
first, | thought. It's older, and | have a mind to replace the Permeability Tuned 
Oscillator with a new digital VFO. The radio fired right up, but | didn't get all 
bands. To make sure about the rest of the radio, | made several QSOs on 
the good bands. The frequency counter simply gave me a readout of 
"1.000.0" on 1.8, 3.5, 28.5 and 29 (28 was OK). These bands were 
essentially "dead." Twas a puzzlement. | suspected the local oscillator 
crystals. The Ten Tec service department told me that the crystals could 
indeed go bad in these rigs, so | was tempted to buy four new ones. But my 
miserly self held off. | did buy the crystal for the 12-meter band, since it was 
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originally missing from the board (also a new AC Pwr/AF gain pot). | then did 4 
what all tinkerers should do: "Don't just do something, stand there" (wisdom / 
from Kevin Carey, WB2QMY). | followed Ned Asam's (W2NED) RARA 
presentation advice and studied the schematic like crazy to find 
commonalities to these frequencies. There were none (I thought). So, the 

only thing to do was the simple stuff, before doing anything serious or 
irreversible. | took out the nine crystals and tested to see if | could get some 
reasonable resistance through the band switch, going in turn to each band. 
Each switched-in band gave a uniform high resistance - not infinity - telling 

me that each was probably OK through the bandswitch. | stood and looked, 
looked and stood. Ah, hah! Why not check out the ground side; each crystal 

goes to ground (remember the orange Cutlass?). It turned out that the crystal 
holder for those defective bands had NO continuity to ground. Who'd a 
thunk-it? 


Here's the deal. These crystals are all in a row ona 
red holder soldered down to the board, with the bad 
bands at each extremity of the holder. It was a 
physical thing! It had nothing to do with electronics per 
se but purely with a physical condition. (Enter here a 
lengthy take-down of the radio to get at the underside 
of that LO board. Not a pretty procedure, but 
necessary.) And right there, the solder connection to 
each of the "bad" crystals had a hairline crack. | could 
only see them using magnification. The ground plane 
is super-thin and the crystal socket pins had just 
punched too far downward, separating the light solder 
joints from the foil. Had someone pressed too hard, 
too many times on the crystals, or was it a design 
flaw? | resoldered with large, orderly dollops to guard 
against future finger pressure and then touched up the 
hot side of each crystal socket for good measure. 
Now, after testing for continuity, it's mostly ready to go 
back together. I'll wait for the combo AC switch/AF 
volume pot before | finish the job. 


Closer scrutiny revealed that this crystal holder strip itself was originally 
soldered onto the board with a hairline of space left between the two. It sort 
of see-sawed both ways, leaving the center portion closest to the circuit 
board. Two set-ups for the perfect storm: thin ground plane film; and a 
loosely seated crystal mounting block with minimal solder on the joints. Last, 
| saw that next to the LO board a major ground bus connecting it and two 
other nearby boards had never been soldered! There was_ probably 
continuity, but barely. Now, that's corrected as well. 


This OMNI D will soon be back on the air and ready for another 30 years of 
enjoyable hamming. Maybe | should buy an old Cutlass and go mobile. 
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RaRa Rags of the Past

20 Years Ago, September, 1992 


Many changes awaited RaRa members this month, not the least of which 
was a crew of new officers and Board members. Heading the gang was 
President Lloyd Caves WB2EFU with Keith Freeberg N2BEL as VP. 
Secretary was Alex Piccirilli NV2Y and as Treasurer the old money man Dick 
Goslee K2VCZ. 


On the Board you elected: Peter Secrist WB2SUN, Irv Goodman AF2K, 
Roger Harnaart WB2BWQ, Ed Holdsworth N2EH, George Muller WA2IEO, 
Neal Eckhardt WB2EKP and Bob Hobday N2EVG. Also new this season was 
the venue for club meetings which were now at the Henrietta Fire Hall. The 
program for the evening was a Mr. John Gilly, WD4RDZ, an expert on optical 
communications as used by NASA, speaking of the light wave devices used 
on the Challenger program. RaRa’s 36th annual code and theory classes 
were announced with spaces for Novice, Technician, General and Advanced 
license seekers. Then, at the other end of the classes, George Platteter 
AA2FO, announced a full year of testing schedules for RaRa’s VE team. 
Testing fees at that time were $5.40 and the VEC used then was W5YI-VEC. 


Celebrating their 20" anniversary with a picnic at Churchville’s Cottonwood 
Lodge, was the 146.79 Genesee Repeater gang. Ed Holdsworth N2EH, 
wrote a long article reporting on the just-completed 1992 RaRa Hamfest. Ed 
reported it to be the best ever in terms of attendance, number of commercial 
vendors and the number of flea market sellers. With regret it was announced 
that George Herkert W2LLS, Nelson Nail WA2ZPE, Peter Fucile N2EQQ, 
Arthur Howell W2BJH, Harold DuBoise W2ULA, Alan King N2JRY and 
Bernard Michaels WB2WYO were reported as Silent Keys. From the Want 
Ads you could buy a Heath 100% IBM compatible PC, normally listed at 
$2200, for $350 from Jim KA2FFE. A new commercial advertiser was The 
Com Center, 300 White Spruce Blvd, offering data entry and other similar 
services. 


40 Years Ago, September 1972 


This was a very special issue that many of you may remember. It was 
supposed to be a fun Field Day weekend, but instead it was the terrible 
flooding caused by Hurricane Agnes that made headlines. Chronicled in this 
special 16 page issue, was a report on the heroic ham radio efforts written by 
Emergency Coordinator Jim Collinsworth WB2EDT. Jim wrote of the 
dedication of the many hams who went to the affected areas of Corning, 
Painted Post, Montour Falls and many other towns, to provide both local 
communications as well as long haul messages to CD HQ at Rochester. 
Rochester's CD Headquarters was brimming with activity including the first 
use of RTTY provided by Harold Smith, WA2KND, and the local WU office. 
Newsworthy was also the unprecedented declaration by the FCC to assign 
the frequencies of 3815 and 7215 kcs to the exclusive use of Rochester's 
emergency coordination efforts. There were far too many local amateurs 
involved to attempt to list here, but understand this was a shining moment for 
RaRa’s ability to respond to a real emergency. The report is good reading for 
even today’s new breed of emergency communicators.
